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Pending Health Legislation

A large number of bills pertaining to Public Health 
have been introduced in the present session of the 
Legislature. Some of these are of direct importance 
to local and state public health departments. Others 
have a remote relationship, and still others have such 
a slight bearing upon public health that they are 


inconspicuous. It is planned to pubtian digests of 
bills from time to time. _ 


LABORATORIES 


Following are extracts of a group of bills pertaining 
to the conduct of laboratories and the manufacture of 
vaccines and serums: 


S.B. 21, introduced by Senator Herbert W. Slater 
and referred to the Committee on Public Health and 
Quarantine. Under the provisions of this bill it 
would be unlawful to sell or distribute any serum, 
vaccine, bacterial culture or virus not produced by 
laboratories approved by the Bureau of Laboratories 
of the State Department of Public Health. It 
requires the State Board of Public Health to make 
rules and regulations for the production, labeling and 
storage of serums, vaccines and similar products, 
except those specifically approved and licensed by the 
U. §. Public Health Service. A fee of $5 for license 
is required the first of the year which shall be renew- 
able upon the payment of an annual fee of $2. The 
bill provides that reasonable charges be made for 


analyzing and testing the products of the licensee. 
Licenses may be revoked or suspended for cause. 
Funds collected under the provisions of the act will 


be eredited to the general fund. 


S.B. 98, introduced by Senator latina W. Slater 
and referred to the Committee on Public Health and 
Quarantine. This bill provides for the licensure of 
persons who perform diagnostic tests on material from 


persons who may suffer from infectious or contagious 


diseases. Licensees must hold certificate as qualified 
technician issued by the State Board of Public Health. 
Licensed physicians are exempt from the provisions 
of the act in so far as it applies to examinations of 
their own patients. Special examiners may be 
employed by the board to conduct examinations of 
technicians, payment to be made to such examiners 
from fees collected from applicants for examination. 
A fee of $5 is required with the application and an 
annual renewal fee not exceeding $1 is required. 
Nonpayment of fee brings cancellation of license. 
Fees are to be credited to a special fund for the 
administration of the act. This bill does not license 
laboratories nor does it in any way restrict the con- 
duct of laboratories, but it does provide for the cer- 
tification of technicians working in such laboratories 
in so far as procedures involving communicable dis- 
ease specimens are concerned. Provision is made that 
the act shall not become effective before one ‘year 
after its passage. 
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S.B. 392, introduced by Senator H. L. Parkman 
and referred to the Committee on Public Health and 


Quarantine. This bill relates to the conduct of 
clinical laboratories and the licensing of technologists 
and defines a chemical laboratory and technologist. 
A technologist is defined as any practitioner of the 
healing arts licensed in California who shall specialize 
in general clinical laboratory work for at least three 
years, and any other person who, for a period of more 
than eight years prior to the enactment of the bill 
shall have been engaged continuously in the direction 
of a clinical laboratory in California, as well as other 


_ persons who may qualify through examinations con- 


ducted under rules and regulations promulgated by 
the State Board of Public Health. 


A.B. 1943, introduced by Assemblyman H. B. 


Scudder and referred to the Committee on Medical 


and Dental Laws. This bill provides for the certifica- 


tion of laboratory technicians by the State Board of | 


Public Health, but limits those who may conduct 


laboratories to doctors of medicine. Annual permit 


fees are fixed at not less than $5 and not more than 
$50 as established by the State Board of Public 


Health. 


NOXIOUS ODORS 
a 2154Riley. Referred to Committee on Pub- 


lie Health and Quarantine. Provides for the estab- 
lishment of a bureau in the State Board of Public 


Health for the suppression of noxious odors. It is 
designed particularly to secure the inspection of con- 
ditions relating to the refining of crude oil and the 
elimination of noxious odors that may occur in con- 
nection with such business. Provides for a director of 
the bureau, who shall have a salary not to exceed 
$3600 per year, and the employment of additional 
professional and clerical assistants, all to be paid from 
the funds provided for the support of the State Board 
of Public Health, without any special provisions. _ 


NUISANCES 


_ A.B. 1479—Chatters. Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. Amends the Civil Code to provide that 
anything which by reason of being infected with any 
disease, insect or pest likely to be communicable to 
other property is a nuisance. 

It would seem that this may possibly have some 


bearing upon communicable diseases in birds and 


animals. 


REGISTRATION OF SANITARIANS 


A.B. 674—Lyons. Referred to Committee on Pub- 
lie Health and Quarantine. This bill provides for the 
registration of sanitarians or individuals who perform 
the duties of inspector or sanitary officer. Such regis- 
tration shall be under the State Board of Public 


Health. The fee for registration is $10, with an 
annual renewal fee of $2. Funds shall be used in the 
enforcement of the act. 


BODIES OF UNCLAIMED DEAD 


A.B. 1925—Reaves. Referred to Committee on 
Medical and Dental Laws. This act amends the law 
pertaining to unclaimed dead so as to make clinical 
material available to chiropractic schools, as well as 
to medical, dental and osteopathic institutions.

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BIRTH REGISTRATION CAMPAIGN 
PROGRESSES 


Twenty-one clerks and stenographers employed 
under Federal Emergency Relief funds started work 
January 16 on the state-wide birth registration cam- 


paign conducted by the United States Bureau of the ~ 


Census in cooperation with the Division of Vital Sta- 
tistics. On the 25th of January, the first shipment 
of ecards which had been mailed by California parents 
to the Bureau of the Census at Washington was re- 
ceived in Sacramento. More than 10,000 cards were 
received in this first lot and by the end of the month 
more than 20,000 had arrived for checking with the 
records. 
births that occurred in California last year will be 
returned by parents. In consideration of the fact that 
nearly 70 per cent of all births in California occur in 
maternity homes and hospitals this percentage is 
commendable. 
paigns have been under taken, the return has been not 
more than 30 per cent. Since parents whose children 
are born in institutions are assured that births are 
registered, it 1s anticipated that they will not report 
- such births upon the franked cards which have been 


sent to them. Mr. W. B. Carter, special agent of the 


Bureau of the Census, now in Sacramento, is pleased 
with the results that are being obtained. Preliminary 


checking indicates that more than the required 90 per 


cent of births are being registered in this State. Local 


health officers and registrars are cooperating in the 


development of the campaign which, it is certain, will 
have far-reaching results in securing more complete 
registration of births in California. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATHS 

A tabulation of accidental deaths during November, 
1934, reveals the fact that 483 such fatalities occurred. 
Of this number, 270 were due to motor vehicles, 95 
were due to accidents in the home, 72 were public 


accidents not involving motor vehicles, and 23 were 


occupational. Of the 270 motor vehicle deaths, 140 
were in persons gainfully employed at the time of the 
accident. Out of the total of 270 motor vehicle 
deaths, 18 were in individuals 14 years of age and 
under, 45 were in individuals between the ages of 15 
and 24, 155 were in those between the ages of 25 to 
64, and 52 were 65 years of age and over. Accidents 
in the home took the lives of 19 children 4 years of 
age and under, 9 of which were due to burns and 
explosions, 6 to poisoning, and 2 each were due to 
mechanical suffocation and falls. The most disastrous 
type of accident in the home was falls, 25 of which 
produced death in individuals 65 years of age and 
over.

DEATHS OF CALIFORNIANS IN OTHER 
STATES 


The Vital Statistics Division of the United States 
Bureau of the Census is engaged actively in making 


adjustments of death rates according to place of 


residence. 


During the past few months, reports of no less than 
82 deaths of Californians in other states have come to 
the Division of Vital Statistics of the California State 
Department of Public Health. Most of such deaths 
(31) occurred in Oregon, 14 in Arizona, 9 in Nevada, 
5 in Washington, 4 each in Utah, New Mexico and 
Missouri, 3 in Colorado, 2 each in Iowa, Montana and 
Ohio and 1 each in Idaho, Kansas and Pennsylvania. 

While most of these deaths of Californians occurred 
in adjoining states, it will be noted that a considerable 
number occurred in distant states. Many of those 
deaths which occurred in Arizona were due to tuber- 
culosis, and among the whole number of these deaths 
that occurred outside of this State, a very large 
number were due to automobile accidents. _ es 


BIRTHS OF CALIFORNIANS IN OTHER 

During the past few months reports of 34 births to 
Californians in other states were reported to the Divi- 
sion of Vital Statistics of the California State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Out of 34 so reported, 12 
were to the wives of navy men who were in Washing- 
ton, South Dakota, New Jersey, Nebraska, Mississippi, — 
Kentucky and Georgia. It would appear that a large 
number of navy men eall California their home. In 
Nevada 7 births occurred to the wives of industrial 
employees in California, the locations of which are 
close to the Nevada line. Among the states where 
births occurred to California women during the past 
few months are the following: Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey, South 
Dakota, Washington, Kentucky, Massachusetts, Mich- 
igan, Mississippi, Montana, Nevada, Oklahoma, Utah. 

These events do not contribute to swelling the 
number of native sons and daughters.
